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A question put to lis 
more often these days, 
"Where can I find a copy 
of the B.A.R.? 1 " We 
appear every other 
Thursday, and in many 
spots along Polk ana 
Castro were gone by 
Sunday morning. For a 
give-away news journal, 
that both pleases and per¬ 
plexes us. 

The B.A.R. currently 
has a press run in excess 
of 12,000 and we keep no 
more than 100 copies for 
office use. Press costs 
are paid immediately, and 
we are faced with rising 
costs at a time when we 
would like to increase our 
press run. The pains of 
growth are sometimes 


more acute than those of 
decline. 

Internally, B.A.R. has 
been undergoing consider¬ 
able change. We've gone 
to a five-column format 
and have purchased an 
adaptor to our typo¬ 
graphic machine that now 
gives us eight lines of 
copy to an inch as opposed 
to six. The paper now 
contains one-tnird more 
copy than before. So, too, 
we asked our columnists 
to reduce their output and 
tighten up their prose, 
thereby making room for 
other features. We've 
changed all the headings, 
standardizing them ana 
trying to open up some 
white space. Our aim is 


to make the paper more 
readable and attractive. 
Our design efforts are 
still experimental - we 
hope each issue will im¬ 
prove in visual appeal. 

We feel we can say that 
our copy is now gram¬ 
matically correct ana that 
our typographic slips are 
few and far between. 
(We've come a long way 
on this score - thanks 
chiefly to the meticulous 
care and skills of our 
typographer,^Tony Perry.)

Once-and-future candi¬ 
date for Supervisor, 
Harvey Milk found no 
value in the proposal at 
all and hit especially hard 
at how the ordinance 
would be enforced. 

Under the FPO, an 
"adult theater" is defined 
as any theater which 
shows X-rated movies 
(such as "A Clockwork 
Orange" and "Last Tango 
in Paris") for more than 
10% of their presentation 
time. Milk asked that if 


such theaters showed an 
X-rated movie for more 
than 36 days, would they, 
too, have to relocate in 
order to meet the 1000 
feet rule? No definite 
answer to his question was 
given by either the City 
Attorney or Supervisor 
Ron Pelosi, chairperson of 
the committee. 

Other speakers against 
the FPO included two 
attorneys: Don Banks, 

attorney for the long- 
establisned LeSalon on 
Polk, and Joseph Rhine, 
who represents, among 
other adult entertainment 
enterprises, the pres¬ 
tigious Mitchell Brothers 
film and theater circuit. 

Needless to say, Super¬ 
visor Feinstein was 
present and vocal at the 
meeting. She stated that 
she intended to prove that 


many adult bookstores 
actually operate out of 
New Jersey, New York 
and Arizona - a statement 
which drew sharp com¬ 
ment from Rhine, who 
disliked Feinstein's 

"innuendo that adult book¬ 
stores are run by the 
Syndicate." 

Supervisor Feinstein's 
ordinance now goes to the 
next meeting of the San 
Francisco Planning Com¬ 
mission. The meeting 
date and time have not 
been set, but it will 
probably be h Id at the 
Commission's ffices at 
100 Larkin St.

F einstein, who was 
strongly supported by the 
Gay community in her 
first bid for mayor 5 years 
ago, introduced legislation 
that would mean the 
closing of every Gay 
bookstore and adult movie 
house in the Castro and 
Polk areas. Those in the 
Lowntown area may also 
be closed down by this 
law. 

Speaking before a com¬ 
mittee hearing on this 
legislation. Feinstein 

began with the words of 
Attorney General Younger 
that San Francisco's crime 
and murders were due to 
the "kookie sex" and 
"types" in this city. 
Backed by testimony from 
Supervisor Nelder and 
Vice-officer Shaughnessy, 
Feinstein claimed that the 
bookstores were responsi¬ 
ble for crime and attrac¬ 
ted organized crime to 
the city. Nelder went on 
to state that S.F.'s crime 
rate was due to these 
establishments. (He never 
answered questions of how 
he could, even indirectly, 
relate the over 10,000 
autos stolen last year and 
over 12,000 homes broken 
into to the existence of 
these bookstores. Again, 
Nelder was asked why he 
had done nothing to tight 
organized crime on the 
waterfront if he was so 
concerned about organ¬ 
ized crime. He never 
answered any questions.) 

When several others 
attacked the attempt to 
relate the bookstores to 
the current crime wave, 
Feinstein tried to walk 
away from some of her 
prior commitments but 
stick to the easy-to-say 
but hard-to-prove smear 
of "organized crime." 
(Does she really think that 
organized crime is behind 
Le Salon, The Jaguar, the 
Mitchell Brothers?) 

It was brought out that 
under this law many first- 
run movie houses which 
show films like "Every¬ 
thing You Wanted to 
Know About Sex. . by 
Woody Allen would have 
to be closed down if the 
flick ran for six weeks. 
Apparently Feinstein and 
Nelder haven't been to see 
many of the latest movies i 
out of Hollywood. (The 


entire case reminded me 
of the case against Lenny 
Bruce years ago.) 

According to the Fein¬ 
stein law if the large 
theaters on Geary or 
Van Ness have a run of six 
weeks of any Hollywood 
adult movie, they would 
have to close. (Or would 
the law look the other 
way at these big money 
businesses?) Supervisor 
Ron Pelosi became the 
only member to under¬ 
stand the full ramifica¬ 
tions of the law. 
Supervisor Tamaras 
whose company does busi¬ 
ness with many of the 
adult houses - was in 
general agreement with 
the line that these places 
create crime waves. 
(Apparently he does not 
mmd taking money from 
them.) 

The real estate people 
used the line that these 
places lower property 
values. (Have Le balon or 
the Jaguar lowered values 
in their areas?) Feinstein 
complained that it hurt 
the business of restau¬ 
rants. La Bourgogne just 
spent $500,000 to open a 
hew restaurant a few 
doors from their old 

S lace. (Apparently they 
on't agree with Dianne.) 
A lawyer who spoke 
against the law said that 
he heard the same real 
estate people use the 
same line against Blacks 
years ago. That if Blacks 
moved into a neighbor¬ 
hood, property values 
would drop. Now they 
have just changed the 
word Blacks for sex. 

According to the ordi¬ 
nance, no adult bookstore 
or movie house can exist 
within 1000 feet of a resi¬ 
dential area. That means 
that Le Salon - after over 
10 years in business - and 
every other such place on 
Polk or in Castro will 
have to close. No excep¬ 
tions! 

The statements from 
Nelder and Shaughnessy 
and Feinstein sounded like 
something out of the 50's: 
that if one does away with 
sex, then all crime will go 
away. They disregarded 
the fact that in Denmark, 
with its open sex shops, 
the crime rate is very low 
and that in Detroit with a

law already in effect 
similar to Feinstein's, 
crime has not decreased. 

THE MOTIVE? 

One can only speculate 
about the real motives 
behind the law. Super¬ 
visor John Barbagelata 
rode to fame and almost 
won tne mayor's seat 
after he "cleaned-up" 
Broadway some years ago. 
Perhaps Feinstein wants 
to "clean-up" the city and 
run for mayor again. Now 
that she has built up her 
ability to win votes - 
partially because of the 
early and strong backing 
of the Gay community - 
she has not hesitated to 
use the Gay community as 
partial targets. Her 
praise of Younger and 
quoting his anti-Gay 
statements tells us just 
where she is coming from. 
And what to expect next. 

Last week it was the 
prostitutes that caused all 
the crime in this city. 
This week it is the adult 
bookstores that cause all 
the crime. Next 

week. . .? 

There is still time to 
stop this bid of 19th 
Century moralistic legis¬ 
lation. It has to go to the 
Planning Commission. 
The date is not set but 
should be early in 
February. Only a massive 
outpouring against this 
Victorian legislation can 
offset the "Concerned 
Christians;" who Dianne is 
finding this year's support 
from, and can stop it. 
Even those who do not 
frequent bookstores have 
a big stake in this round 
against freedom and 
against "victimless 

crimes." 

If you call the Planning 
Commission (558-4654), 
they will tell you when 
the hearing will take 
place. An overflow crowd 
is needed to stop the 
beginning of repression. 

All this is a sad remind¬ 
er of what can happen if 
the moralists win small 
victories. And we still 
have some so-called "Gay 
leaders" who feel it is 
much more important to 
have "friends" elected to 

g ublic office rather than 
ray people.

Sponsors' group, made his 
remark during a conversa¬ 
tion regarding rumors that 
have been circulated by 
opponents of the new 
center. "We have enough 
trouble raising funds for 
the Performing Arts 
Center," he said, 'without 
attempting to build 
garages."

GETS MAXIMUM JAIL 
TIME IN CASTRO 
ST. BEATINGS 

Judge Charles Egan 
Goff sentenced defendant 
John Carleton to six 
months in the County Jail 
after a guilty plea to six 
counts of battery. 

The sentence,"the maxi¬ 
mum which the law allows 
for battery, arose out of a 
series of attacks by the 
defendant and three 
others which took place in 


. the Castro/Market - area 
last summer. Victims of 
the unprovoked attacks 
were kicked or hit in the 
head and face. 

Judge Goff imposed the 
maximum sentence after 
hearing arguments by 
Assistant D.A. Robert J. 
McCarthy who stressed 
the serious and unpro¬ 
voked nature of the 
assaults and the need for 
strong deterrence against 
future assaults. Goff sen¬ 
tenced the defendant to 
six months in the County 
Jail on the first count ana 
to three years depart¬ 
mental probation with a 
condition that he make 
restitution to the victims, 
undergo alcoholic rehabil¬ 
itation and accept psychi¬ 
atric counseling. The 
judge suspended the 
imposition of a iail sen¬ 
tence on the other five 
counts. 

Gay residents of the 
Castro/Market St. area 
have reported many beat¬ 
ings by young assailants.

Supe Calls for More Anti- 
Hooker/Hustler Laws

Supervisor Terry 

Francois has requested 
that State Assembly 
Speaker Leo McCarthy 
introduce stiffer legisla¬ 
tion against prostitutes 
and hustlers; a request 
unanimously approved by 
the rest of the Board. 

Such legislation, 

according to Francois 
request, would serve to 
give Special Services 
(Vice Squad) departments 
across the state more of a 
free hand in entrapping 
and arresting men ana 
women of the evening. 

It would include: 
doubling penalties for 
prostitution or hustling 
(from $500 and/or 6 
months imprisonment to 
$1000 and/or 1 year); em¬ 
power the courts to grant 

e aroles, rather than the 
lounty Parole Board; and 
amend Section 647-b of 
the Penal Code so that 
suspected "pros" can be 
arrested if they "agree" to 
offer their services. 
Present law states that 
arrest is possible only if 
the prostitutes or hustlers 
themselves offer to en¬ 
gage in sexual acts for 
money. 

"Obviously," the pro- 


E osal read," "there would 
ave to be an exception 
made for a law enforce¬ 
ment official," who en¬ 
traps suspected 

S rostitutes and hustlers. 

[owever, the request 
made no mention as to 
how such an exception 
could be drawn up. 

But the heart of 
Francois' request lies in 
the final provision of the 
requested legislation: 
"Nothing in this section 
(647-b, Penal Code) 
affects the power of a 
County or a City to regu¬ 
late conduct upon a 
street, sidewalk or other 
public place, or on or in a 
place open to the public." 
The reasoning behind this 
provision is that, while 
present City law contains 
most of the other pro¬ 
visions mentioned in 
Francois' request, it is 
superceded by the State 
Penal Code regulations, 
which do not contain 
these provisions - thereby 
preventing Gerald 

Shaunessey and his Special 
Services department from 
going "full steam ahead" 
in the entrapment of San 
Francisco's many street¬ 
walkers.

Ma Bell: The Arrogance 
of Power

It is with considerable 

S ride that we report that 
hose involved in the 
three-year fight against 
Pacific Telephone and 
Telegraph have not sur¬ 
rendered. Gay people are 
a thorn in the side of 
PT&T as it continues to 
hold on to a vague but 
obviously discriminatory 
policy in employment. 
Let us review the impor¬ 
tant PT&T case for those 
who may have come in 
late and discuss the latest 
development: 

A Gay writer, Don 
Jackson, complained to 
the city's Human Rights 
Commission that he nad 
been denied employment 
by PT&T because he was a 
homosexual. That was in 
1973. Later, other cases 
of alleged Ma Bell dis¬ 
crimination surfaced; and 
Wayne Redus, HRC 
employment director, held 
informal discussions with 
PT&T and several Gay 
activists to hopefully 
resolve their differences. 
The result was a full 
awareness that PT&T 
would not hire those that 
they considered "bizarre," 
including homosexuals. 
Its employment officials 
concluded that Gay people 
would be more prone to be 
disruptive to personnel 
and seductive to same-sex 
customers. 

Later, PT&T wrote a 
policy which stated that it 
would not hire "manifest" 
homosexuals. "Manifest" 
(according to Webster) 
means "readily perceived 
by the senses and esp. by 
the sight." That would 
include anyone who was 
found out to be Gay - by 
appearance, employment 
records, military dis¬ 
charge, whatever. 

Eventually, after con¬ 
siderable correspondence 
and demonstrations, the 
Pride Foundation filed 
charges against PT&T 
with the HRC, claiming 
that Ma Bell did not 
comply with Section 12B 
of the City Administra¬ 
tive Code. This is the 
employment rights section 
that bars discrimination 
based on sexual orienta¬ 
tion by those contracting 
with the city. However, 
the City Attorney ex- 

f lained that although the 
elephone company in¬ 
stalled city telephones, it 
did so under the State 
Public Utilities Commis¬ 
sion and had no contract 
with the city. Appeals to 
the PUC to take up the 
case came to a halt when 
it became obvious that 
there was no protection 
for Gay people under the 
state's Fair Employment 
Practices Commission. 
(The attempt to enlarge 
the FEPC's scope to in¬ 
clude Gay people is an 
involved and continuing 
story in itself.) 

Undaunted by setbacks, 
Larry Littlejohn (an offi¬ 
cial of Pride who had been 
involved in the PT&T 
campaign from the begin¬ 
ning) found another angle. 
Littlejohn learned that 
PT&T did contract with 
the Gity to put pay phones 
on city property (side¬ 


walks, public buildings, 
parks). He discovered 
that these contracts did 
contain the non-discrimi¬ 
nation ordinance in them - 
but, somehow, the words 
"sexual orientation" had 
been left off. Littlejohn 
had this quickly cor¬ 
rected; and soon PT&T, 
without its full awareness, 
signed a few more pay 

? hone installation con- 
racts. By doing so, it 
signed a compliance 
agreement with the city 
to not discriminate 
against Gay people. 
Voila! The Gay commu¬ 
nity had a case at last. 

Formal hearings were 
held by the Human Rights 
Commission at which the 
PT&T brought forth all of 
its top employment brass 
and several attorneys. 
Atty. Fred Furth repre¬ 
sented Pride (without 
pay), working closely with 
its top official, Paul 
Hardman. By then the 
PT&T had changed the 
wording on its employ¬ 
ment policy to say that a 
person s sexual orientation 
would not "solely" be a 
reason for denying 

employment. Pride did 
not consider that an 
improvement - nor did the 
Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion, which formally 

charged PT&T (after 
three years of determined 
effort) with the obligation 
to "publish within thirty 
days a statement of its 
employment policy that is 
in compliance witn 12B of 
the Administrative Code." 

So that is what Ma Bell 
did - right? Wrong! 

Instead, PT&T sent a 
letter to the HRC reaf¬ 
firming its old policy but 
stating that it did "not 
discriminate against 

homosexuals." It said it 
had posted such a notice 
in its S.F. employment 
office. It had obviously 
ignored the order of the 
HRC that it "publish" a 
clear statement of full 
compliance with 12B of 
the code ... Now the 
HRC and the City 
Attorney are in the proc¬ 
ess of replying to Ma 
Bell's refusal to obey their 
order. 

It is important to keep 
in mind that Pacific Tele¬ 
phone is one of the largest 
employers in California. 
It is part of the Bell Tele¬ 
phone System and 
American Telephone and 
Telegraph. Pacific is 
proud that it openly hires 
other minorities, but it 
did so only after federal 
courts ordered it to do so. 
Many of us can also 
remember that it was 


PT&T that waved the 
American flag during the 
days of Senator Joseph 
McCarthy. It supported 
him and the ruthless 
House Un-American 

Activities Committee 
when it branded countless 
people as "communists" 
and destroyed their lives. 

So it is with consider¬ 
able pride that we salute 
those who have given 
thousands of hours to 
fighting the oppression 
against Gay people that is 
a daily occurrence at Ma 
Bell. The fight seems 
endless, but it can only 
end in victory.

By unanimous vote, the 
Board of Supervisors 
authorized the Mayor to 
set up reward funds of up 
to $100,000 for informa¬ 
tion leading to the arrest 
and prosecution of sus¬ 
pected murderers. 

The ordinance, request¬ 
ed by Mayor George 
Moscone and introduced 
to the Board by Supervisor 
Terry Francois, sets up a 
"reward fund" payable out 
of the City treasury for 
people who furnish infor¬ 
mation "leading to the 
determination of the iden¬ 
tity of. and the apprehen¬ 
sion of, any person whose 
willful misconduct results 
in injury or death to any 

§ erson or who willfully 
am ages or destroys any 
property." 

The ordinance further 
states that people who 
possess such information 
and who wish to collect 
the reward must file a 
claim within 60 days after 
apprehension of tbe sus¬ 
pect; and that the claim 
must be approved by the 
Board of Supervisors. 

The new amendment 
states that the reward 
fund is "not to exceed 
$100,000," indicating that 
a sliding-scale system will 
be used in establishing 
rewards. It makes no 
mention, however, as to 
which murders claim high¬ 
er priority - in essence, 
which murders are worth 
more than others.

Miami Radio 
Talk Show 
Host “Comes 
Out” on the Air 

"Because my guests 
today represent the 



National Gay Task Force, 
I have chosen this oppor¬ 
tunity to make an 
announcement that I hope 
will bring positive results 
. . . While it is not really 
anyone's business, I am 
making it official today 
that 1 am myself a 
member of the Gay com¬ 
munity." With these 
words, Neil Rogers, one of 
Miami's most popular 
radio talk show hosts, 
"came out" on the air¬ 
waves. Rogers, who 
works for radio station 
WKAT, announced that he 
was a homosexual on a 
show on which his guests 
were National Gay Task 
Force co-directors Jean 
O'Leary and Bruce 
Voeller. 

In a telephone inter¬ 
view, Rogers said that his 
decision to make a public 
statement of his Gayness 
"happened almost by 
accident. I was listening 
to another talk show the 
night before, on which the 
guests were Voeller and 
O'Leary. The two of them 
were talking about how 
important it was that 
people in positions of 

E rominence 'come out.' I 
ad done several shows on 
the topic of homosexu¬ 
ality and the idea (of 
'coming out') had crossed 
my mind. But that night I 
decided to do it and so I 
got in touch with them 
and invited them to be on 
the show the next day." 

Rogers said that both 
the station management 
and his regular callers 
have been supportive. "I 
talked to the station man¬ 
ager first and, after I read 
my statement on the air, 
the calls were almost 
entirely positive. I am 
not interested in being a 
martyr. I've found that 
the people who respected 
me before I said what I 
said still respect me. And 
the people who didn't, 
don't anyway." 

Rogers, whose "coming 
out" has gotten wide press 
in Florida and throughout 
the South, also appeared 
on a Dallas talk show 
moderated by the person 
who was his predecessor 
at WKAT. 

Rogers said that the 
response to his "coming 
out had been "gratifying 
but he cautioned that it 
was "early to make an 
overall assessment. Tm 
trying to encourage other 
people to do the same 


thing but it will be six to 
ten months to see what 
the real repercussions 
from this are. People 
have to see that at that 
time I'm still here and 
still doing my job. Then it 
will have some impact."

to blame Gain. Would one 
reader in the Gay com¬ 
munity - just one - tell me 
when the Gay community 
has had a better friend as 
the top cop in this town? 

I have never talked with 
the Chief, but have been 
told I can. I know of 
many Gay people who 
have had private rap ses¬ 
sions with the Chief to 
discuss the many problems 
with Gays in our town. 
He will meet with us; he 
listens, and he respects us 
just as he does anyone 
else. I am the first to 
admit we have a serious 
crime problem in S.F., and 
I have pointed it out 
before. 1 am not, how¬ 
ever, going to join that 
bunch of finger-pointing 
head-hunters out to get 
the Chief without them¬ 
selves coming up with 
solutions. It is one thing 
to criticize a man when 
he is not doing his job; it 
is another to Kick a man 
when he is trying to do 
that job to the satisfac¬ 
tion of everyone involved. 
Chief Gain's problems are 
many. First he has to 
deal with the Police 
Officers Ass'n, a group 
that decided from the day 
he was appointed not to 
cooperate - partly 
because the Mayor hired 
someone from outside the 
Department. The Chief 
removes a flag from his 
office, and the PAO goes 
out oi their minds, any¬ 
thing to criticize the 
Chief. So, he has to 
handle the 1600-man 
Department with kid 
gloves because the cops' 
union isn't goinjg to help 
make the boss look good.

The Board sits bacK 
and takes potshots at the 
Chief for "not groping 
successfully with the 

g roblem of crime." If the 
upervisors had their 
heads in the right place, 
they would worry more 
about unemployment, the 
real cause of crime, and 
stay off the Chief's back. 
What the hell does Dianne 
Feinstein contribute to 
the crime solution - she 
grinds out another porno 
law. The problem with 
Feinstein is that she is 
still smarting from twice 
being rejected for Mayor 
and she isn't about to 
make either the Chief or 
the Mayor look good.

f ast he has used every 
rick to come down hard 
on Gays. One thing makes 
me worry less about that 
appointment though; 

Shaughnessy must answer 
directly to the Chief.

The latest, and probably 
the most distressing, of 
the do-gooders to snap at 
Gain's heels is the Gay 
newspaper, the 

SENTINEL. I know the 

? ublisher as well as the 
alented editor, Charles 
Lee, and I am disap¬ 
pointed to say that they 
nave decided to join those 
who have called for the 
Mayor to fire the Chief. 
Damn; if the Chief can't 
count on his friends, who 
can he look to? The 
SENTINEL editorializes 
that "Gain has become a 
liability to the homo¬ 
sexual community and an 
embarrassment to Mayor 
Moscone."

leputy Chief just in case. 
The more 1 write, the 
more people I can think of 
who are kicking the Chief 
that I want to speak back 
to ? so I am going to cut 
this off. In short; I am 
damned sick and tired of 
these people who offer 


nothing’ but seem to thrill 
to seeing a good Chief of 
Police take the brickbats. 
Those in the Gay com¬ 
munity had damned well 
better stick with the 
Chief. He is our friend 
and we aren't going to see 
another like nim for a 
long while. Ask those 
living in L.A. what it is 
like living where some 
son-of-a-bitch like Davis 
runs the Police Depart¬ 
ment. Get off the Chief's 
back -Charles Gain is a 
good friend and a good 
cop, and I for one will 
have no part of taking 
cheap shots at a guy who 
is doing the job the best 
he can. I have no illusions 
that the Mayor reads my 
column, but I would like 
to pass on one thing to 
George Moscone - stand 
with the Chief, Mr. 
Mayor; there are many of 
us who think he is doing a 
good job.

If the CofC wishes to 
put their war chest to 
good use, I suggest that 
they hire people who are 
badly in need of jobs so 
that they don't resort to 
crime. 

The leaders of the 
Chamber should do two 
things. One, get in touch 
with reality. And two, 
move, with their families, 
into the city that they 
"care" so much about.

Two hundred protested 
the firing of Williams at a 
recent Police Commission 
hearing. 

Gain said that he had no 

g lans to disband the unit 
ut that he believed that 
PCR should increasingly 
move its effort into tne 
neighborhood stations. He 
stressed that 1100 offi¬ 
cers are now being 
rotated into an extensive 
retraining program where 
they are learning how to 
better relate to people - 
including Gay people. 
This new program has the 
full support of the new 
PCR director, Sgt. Hank 
Williams. 

Williams was present 
and called for everyone to 
be patient as he and Gain 
attempt to make "every 
peace officer a police- 
community relations offi¬ 
cer." He said there is a 
historic distrust within 
the department of the 
PCR Unit and that Gain 
and others in the depart¬ 
ment (including the 
station captains) are 
attempting to bridge that 
communications gap. 

In a discussion of 
alleged police harassment 
of Gay people on Polk St., 
Gain asked for specifics 
but none present had any. 
The Chief also urged that 
Gay people might go to 
their liaison person, Ray 
Carleson in PCR, when 
they have a problem. 
Martin said that some 
people who allege harass¬ 
ment are police-shy 
and/or do not know how to 
complain about such 
incidents. Lyon suggested 
that PCR officers in 
plainclothes might be 
placed on Polk St. to 
improve relations in the 
area. 

When quizzed about the 
dismissal of Rodney 
Williams, Gain was quick 
to respond that he had 
"loss of confidence in 
him." He said that there 
had been a growing 
mutual disrespect 

between the two men. 
Although Gain did not 
mention Williams by 
name, he said that "some¬ 
one" in the PCR Unit had 
been spreading lies that 
the unit might be phased 
out. He said Rodney 
Williams would not be 
returned to PCR as long 
as he was Chief. 

Gain concluded by 
reminding those present 
that Gay people have not 
had easy access to the 
Chief in the past and that 
his door is open to all. He 
said he wanted to co¬ 
operate with the Gay 
community and wanted 
cooperation in return. 

Foster said that Gay 
people should retain their 
support of Gain in his 
attempt to make the 
Police Department more 
humane and more profes¬ 
sional. Another com¬ 
mented that the Police 
Department was at one 
time closed to Gay people 
and now it was bending 
over backwards to be open 
under Gain's leadership. 
Foster concluded that "we 
should be patient" as the 
Chief attempts to make a 
lasting change within the 
overall department which 
"will achieve that which 
we desire."

Which, via the yellow¬ 
ing pages of history, 
brings us to the topic of 
this week's Gaze. 

Because it's through 
greed, and not nobility, 
that the Gay bar-oriented 
hierarchy will soon under¬ 
go a colossal improve¬ 
ment. Yes, troops, the 
millennium is at hand! It's 
not any great secret, and I 
take no particular credit 
for stumbling on this con¬ 
clusion, since it's one that 
should gradually become 
obvious to everyone at 
some time in tne near 
future, based on one 
salient fact. 

Said fact being: people, 
especially people under 
30, aren't attending bar 
functions as much as they 
used to. 

One only has to look at 
the attendances at recent 
bar functions to prove the 
validity of this claim: the 
Beaux Arts Ball, the bar- 
sponsored Polk St. 
Halloween, the Levi BAIL 
the Spoon Awards, and Til 
even guess that the up¬ 
coming "Empress Corona¬ 
tion" will be another flop 
(SRO at $12 a ticket? 
Dream your dreams, Privy 
Council). (NOTE: Bob 
Ross says, "Completely 
false!") 

And suddenly, the bar- 
owners find out they're 
not making as much profit 
as they used to. And 
THAT means that pretty 
rabbitquick, some people 
are going to start review¬ 
ing the situation. 

So let's pause a moment 
and think it over: why 
AREN'T people - especial¬ 
ly young people - support¬ 
ing bar functions 
anymore? They certainly 
haven't gotten any worse 
over the months (but then 
again, that's like saying 
your cancer hasn't gotten 
any more terminal), and in 
terms of technical 
quality, they're sometimes 
quite impressive. But the 
core fact is that the bar 
scene is no longer rele¬ 
vant to them. They are 
the movers and shakers of 
our community, but their 


moving and 'shaking is 
being done in terms of the 
entire culture, not just 
the little Never-Never 
Land proferred by the 
Privy Council and the 
Tavern Guild. 

Hector got wind of 
what was coming down, as 
evidenced by the Levi Ball 
(a benefit for Gay Rap), a 
conscious effort to reach 
out to the community 
beyond the New Bell 
Saloon. And if he's hip, 
then can some of these 
ring-a-ding "titleholders" 
and "personalities" be far 
behind? They're slowly 
finding out that if they 
want the under-30's back 
in their favorite bars, 
things cure going to have 
to T>e a little more 
relevant to the cynicism- 
weaned tastes of this new 
Gay buying public. 

it won't nappen immedi¬ 
ately; the bar owners 
arent hurting badly yet. 
But as more and more of 
their buying audience dies 


pinch. THEN the tremors 
will be felt. THEN they'll 
tell the Tavern Guild and 
the Privy Council to give 
them something more 
relevant to subsidize. 

THEN, in the only way 
it can happen, through the 
stimulus of mass greed, 
the "titleholders" ana 
"personalities" start serv¬ 
ing the interests of the 
TOTAL Gay community, 
the reformers will get the 
opportunity to put this 
looney-bin back on the 
tracks, and malcontents 
like me can finally sit 
back, feet up, with a cool 
Dr. Pepper, smiling con¬ 
tentedly at the setting 
sun.

Gay Lit Course 

An evening course on 
male homosexual litera¬ 
ture will be given at the 


University of California 
Extension Center in S.F. 
starting Feb. 9* Class 
sessions are scheduled for 
Wednesdays from 7 to 
9:30 pm, ending May 4. 

The course instructor, 
Ware Smith, received his 
Ph.D. from the University 
of Iowa and has taught 
there as well as at the 
Universities of Wyoming 
and Hawaii. He is cur¬ 
rently working on a book 
about Hart Crane, and 
last fall he taught a UC 
Extension course on the 
literature of the 1920's. 

According to Dr. Smith 
the 12-week course on 
homophile literature will 
concentrate on significant 
works from Plato to the 
present day, with discus¬ 
sions of such American 
writers as Walt Whitman, 
Hart Crane, Tennessee 
Williams and James 
Baldwin. 

Owing to the limited 
duration of the course, he 
will confine its scope to 
studies of male homophile 
literature, exploring the 
changing image of the 
homosexual in different 
periods and societies.

The Plight of 
Lesbian 
Mothers 


Lesbians today are 
looking for some basic 
survival supports. 

Because of our Lesbian¬ 
ism, we have been denied 
our jobs, homes, entrance 
to many trades and pro¬ 
fessions, loans, and even 
our own children. We 
have also been denied sup¬ 
port by our families, by 
old friends and co-work¬ 
ers, and finally by the 
arms of society in general 
- lawyers, media, clergy, 
psychiatrists, and by those 
people influenced "by the 
negative attitudes per¬ 
petuated by those arms of 
society. 

This discrimination is 


A Lesbian mother going 
to court is hard-pressed to 
find a sympathetic lawyer 
who is skilled, interested, 
and willing to be involved. 
She will nnd herself with 
a several thousand dollar 
legal bill. Probably she is 
getting no financial sup¬ 
port From a man. She 
may not be able to work 
because of her children. 
Even if she can, she is 
hampered by low earning 
capacity as a woman, and 
by discrimination against 
women and Lesbians. 

As she prepares for 
court, she must hire 


sympathetic psychiatrists 
to attest to her sanity, 
the sanity of her children, 
and that of her children's 
friends. She has to prove 
things about her qualifica¬ 
tions as a mother on 
which a heterosexual is 
never questioned. Every 
aspect of her life is scru¬ 
tinized by the father or by 
the state. 

She may get a decision 
similar to that other 
Lesbians have received: a 
decision that she may 
keep the child if she is 
never in the presence of 
homosexuals when the

The San Francisco- 
based Gay lobby, Cali¬ 
fornia Committee for 
Equal Rights, is exploring 
a new approach to Gay 
employment rights. 

Rather than attempt to 
include "sexual orienta¬ 
tion" as a protected cate- 

g ory in the F air 

mployment Practices 
Act, the CCER proposes 
to define the word ^’sex" 
as it is used in the law to 
mean more than gender. 

As a proposed amend¬ 
ment to tne FEP Act 
under Sec. 1413, discrimi¬ 
nation on the basis of 
"sex" would refer to, but 
would not be limited to, 
discrimination based on, 
or because of: (1) Gender; 
(2) The refusal to grant 
sexual favors to an 
employer or business 
superior; (3) The existence 
or manifestation of an 
asexual or sexual prefer¬ 
ence for a person or 
persons, including homo¬ 
sexuality, heterosexuality, 
bisexuality or transsexu¬ 
ality; but not including 
prohibitions of overt 
sexual conduct which are 
uniformly applied to 
employees in a business 
establishment for a 
reasonable business 

purpose; (4) The outward 
appearance of any person, 



irrespective of sex, with 
regard to manner of dress, 
hairstyle, facial hair, 
facial features, weight, 
height or other aspects of 
appearance, but not 
including the require¬ 
ments of cleanliness, uni¬ 
forms, or prescribed 
attire, if and when such 
requirements are uniform¬ 
ly applied to employees in 
a business establishment 
for a reasonable business 
purpose. 

The actual wording was 
the result of studies made 
in cooperation with the 
Public Advocate, a well- 
known organization 

locally which provides 
legal services for those 
who may be victimized by 
the law, especially in the 
area of civil rights. 

The CCER is actively 
seeking input and sugges¬ 
tions from the Gay com¬ 
munity, especially from 
attorneys who may have 
suggestions on the pro¬ 
posed amendment, or 
criticism of it. 

Consistent with CCER 
policy, the proposed 
amendment has been 
offered to attorneys 
throughout the state for 
review.
